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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 6-14, 20-25 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in 
improper fomri because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any 
multiple dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 6-14, 
20-25 have not been further treated on the merits. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5 and 17-19 are allowed. 

3. The following Is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: An apparatus as it is claimed in claim 1 or a method as it is 
claimed in claim 17, wherein when a connection device releasably fastens the 
carrier module to the temperature control module, the air input port of the carrier 
module in register with the air output port of the temperature control module. 

4. Behl et al (US Patent 6,628,51 8) teach a mounting device 22 for a disk 
drive unit 28, Figs. 2-4, the mounting device comprising: a carrier module 32 
constructed and arranged to receive at least one disk drive unit 28, the carrier 
module having an air input port 36, the carrier module being arranged to direct air 
from the air input port 36 over a disk drive unit 28 received in the carrier module 
32; a temperature control module 24 comprising an air flow control device 50, the 
temperature control module having an air output port 59; and, a connection 
device 44, 56 for releasably fastening the carrier module to the temperature 
control module, wherein the temperature control module is arranged to provide 
air to said air input port for controlling the temperature of a said disk drive unit 
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received in the carrier module to be at a predetermined temperature during 
operation of the disk drive unit. Behl et al do not teach that when a connection 
device releasably fastens the carrier module to the temperature control module, 
the air input port of the carrier module in register with the air output port of the 
temperature control module.
